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But he was wounded for our Tranſgreſ- 

ons, he was bruiſed for our Iniquities; 

The Chaſtiſement of our Peace was upon 
bim, and with his Stripes we are healed.

Race of poor fallen Creatures, when 
involved in Sin and Miſery, Tranſ- 
| greſſion and Folly, to know there is 
Help laid upon one that is mighty, and alſo 
willing to fave to the very uttermoſt : It was 
for this Reaſon our Saviour came into the 
World, though the World knew him not, he 
came to ſave his People from their Sins, by 
taking them upon himſelf, and to give them, 
in the room thereof, Pardon and Peace, Re- 
conciliatian and Acceſs to Ged by his Blood; 
or, as the evangelical Prophet here expreſſes 
it, By his Chaſtiſements ſo made he Peace. 
Indeed the Prophet in the Beginning of 
this Chapter had been complaining of the 
People's Incredulity, Fools and flow of Heart 
to believe what the Lord had ſpoken unto them 
by their Mouths, how he wills not the Death 
of a Sinner, but loves Sinners; and to con- 
vince them of that unchangeable Love which 
moved him to pity periſhing Souls, he conde-

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Ie T is a glorious Conſideration for a

ſcended to come down and take our Nature 
upon himſelf, that he might be in a Capact- 
ty to carry our Sorrows, and capable of ſym- 
pathizing with us in our Afflictions, ſo that 
there is no room to doubt of his Love, which 
is free, nor of his Willingneſs, who waits to 
be gracious ; nor of his Ability, who is all 
Strength, and mighty in Power: And what is 
more, ſaith the Prophet, this HE was made 
Man, He was a Man of Sorrows, He was ac- 


quainted with Grief, for ſurely He bath borne 


our Sorrows, He was acquainted with our Griefs, 
that we might have no Let or Hindrance, nor 
ſay, we can't come becauſe there is this or 
the other Thing in the Way, for all Obſta- 
cles are removed ; all Buts are thrown down, 
all Bars are burſt aſunder, all Fetters are 
knock'd off, all Becauſes are taken away ; 
and God himſelf now ſpeaks to us by his Son, 
whom he hath appointed Heir of all Things, 
by whom all Things were made. 

I think none would offer to ſay, we are 
by Nature without Sin; for by one Man Sin 
enter à into the World, and Death by Sin, ſo 
that the Leproſy of Sin has paſs'd upon all 
Men unto Condemnation ; in this Caſe did 
the Lord behold the human Race (Gen. vi. 5.) 
running from him like a wild Aſs's Colt, all 
over Mounds and Bruiſes and putriſying Sores ; 
E Man was not ſenſible: At length the 

ord gave them a Law by his Servant Ma- 


ſes, to which was annexed many Offerings, 


Sacrifices, Ceremonies, divers Waſhings, &c, 
But as thoſe Offerings and Sacrifices could 


not

not take away Sin; nor thoſe Bloods purge 
the Conſcience, nor remove Tranſgreſſions ; 
nor that firſt Covenant ſatisfy Divine Juſtice ; 
then ſaid our Saviour, Lo I come to do thy 
Will, O God: So he came into the World, 


and took upon himſelf a Body, and in that 


Body of Fleſh he took away the firſt Cove- 
nant, to eſtabliſh the ſecond upon better Pro- 
miſes, which are, I will be merciful to their 
Unrighteouſneſs, and their Sins and their Ini- 
guities will I remember no more, ſaith the Lord. 
This is He whom Moſes and the Prophets 
ſang of, Unto us a Child is born, unto us a Son 


i given, whoſe Name is called WONDER- 


FUL, the MIGHTY GOD, the EVER- 
LASTING FATHER, the PRINCE of 
PEACE! who was born in Bethlebem of 
Judea, in the Days of Herod, The incarnate 
God was wrapp'd up in Swadling-cloaths 
and laid in a Manger, in the Stable, there 
being no Room for the-Child, the God of 
Heaven and Earth, in the Inn. 

He was not a common Child, though he 
was a Child; for when we find the wiſe Men 
who came from the Eaſt, to fee him, and 
bring Preſents unto him, were come to the 
Place where Mary and the young Child was, 
they did not ſtand queſtioning or reaſoning 
about the Matter of his Power and Authority, 
bur they fell 'down and worſhipped Him, as be- 
ing worthy to receive all Honour and Praiſe ; 
ſo the Angel declared the joyful News unto 
the Shepherds, Unto you is born à Saviour, 
which'is Chriſt the Lord, who is a Peace maker 
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on Earth, having Good Will towards Men, 
It is Good Will indeed, that the eternal God 
ſhould thus humble himſelf, become a little 
Child, and made -the Son of Man, that the 
vile Sons of Men might be made the righte- 
ous Sons of God. 
So that in our Nature did our Lord and 
Saviour complete the great Work of our Re- 
demption and eternal Salvation; He was a 
Man, faith the Prophet, who was ſtricken 
and ſmitten of God, and affliied ; he was a 
Man (though Lord of all) that had not 
where to lay his Head. He was a Man hated 
and perſecuted ; he was a Man whoſe Viſage 
was more. marred than any Man's; he was a 
Man taken from Priſon and from Judgment ; 
be was a Man ſorely oppreſſed; he was a 

Man that hungred and thirſted; he was a Man 
that was tempted of the Devil; he was a 
Man that was blindfolded and buffered ; he 
Was a Man mocked and derided, bound, 
judged, and condemned; but — ſomething 
more than all this, ſomething of Note and A- 
mazement, ſomething worthy of our Atten- 
tion; But, (ſaith the Prophet) He was wound- 
ed! 0 altoniſhing Love! that our Saviour 
ſhould thus abaſe himſelf, and be wounded to 
make a Balſam of his own Blood to heal the 
Wounds our Enemy had made, when he 
poiſoned the whole Lump in our Head and 
Fore-father Adam ! but — He was wound- 
ed! O let this ſink deep into our Hearts, 
while we conſider for So it was not for 
Angels nor Archangels, it was not for Che- 


rubims

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rubims nor Seraphims, nor any of the hea- 
venly Hoſt ; but, He was wounded for Man, 
he was wounded for us, He was wounded 
for our Tranſgreſſions; it was our Sins that 
drove the Nails into his Hands and Feet; i: 
was (faith David, ſpeaking prophetically) he 
Aſſembly of the Wicked incloſed me, they pierced 
my Hands and Feet (Pf. xxil. 16.) and fo faith 
the Lord, if any one ask me, © what are theſe 
© Wounds in thy Hands? * 1 will anſwer, 
* Thoſe with which I was wounded in the 
* Houfe of my Friends.“ 

Indeed ir is as tho* the Prophet had ſaid, | 
Will nothing do, you ſtiff-necked, uncircum- | 
* ciſed Jews ? Wilt none of the kind Meſſages | 
© and Invitations that God ſends you, to come | 
back to him, be receiv'd ? Will nothing at- | 
tract your Hearts, win over your Affections, 
Lor cauſe you to look alone to that God 
© whoſe Eye is too pure to behold Iniquity ? 
Will not the Relation of what God has | 
done and ſuffered for you, make you to 3 
rely on, and truſt in him? Will you not 
believe the Report, as related to you by us | 
* his Witneſſes? Will you obſtinately re- | 
© fuſe to receive the News, like faithleſs / 
© unbelieving Thomas, until you ſee his Hands 
© and Side, the bloody Marks of your Elec- 
© tion?* Well then, hear ye the Report; 
but—He was wounded! and what's more, 
thoſe Wounds were given him for our Tranſ- 
greflions ; God ſpared him not, but poured 
out the Vials of his Wrath and [ndignation 
upon him; he drew his Sword againſt the | 
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Man of his Right Hand, and ſmote his Shep- 
herd, the Man that is my Fellow, faith the 
Lord of Hoſts; ſo that it was expedient. that 
our Saviour, (after He had fulfilled all Righ- 
teouſneſs, wrought out Obedience, and taken 
our Tranſgreſſions upon himſelf) ſhould be 
offered up, who was the great and only An- 


titype of all thoſe Types and Shadows under 
the Law : Thoſe Offerings were all offered 


up with Blood, and without the ſhedding 0 


Blood there was no Remiſſion. But as thoſe Of- 
ferings could not do, and thoſe Bloods could 
not take away Sin; for if they could, then 
would they not have ceaſed to have been of- 
fered; and as our Lord's BLoop muſt be 
ſhed for Sin, ſo muſt the Lord be wounded 
to ſhed his Blood, and left one Wound ſhould 
not be ſufficient to drain out every Drop of 
Blood, which was filled with the Deity ; He 
muſt have many Wounds. Theſe Wounds 
(ſaith he, and the Blood of theſe Wounds) 
ſhall heal thy Soul. 

O come and take a View of thy God, the 
deſpiſed Man of Sorrow, in the Garden of 
Cethſemane, ſweating great Drops of Blood! 
See one of his own Diſciples betraying him 
with a Kiſs! See the rude Band lay hold on 
him, follow him to the High-Prieſt's, who 
rent his Cloaths, and calls him a Blaſ- 


phemer; whilſt the Multitude ſpit in his ſa- 


cred Face; and buffet him, and ſmite him 
with the Palms of their Hands! Then ſee 
him bound and led away to Pontius Pilate, 
where he is mocked, beaten, and ſmote a- 


gain,

again, and a Crown of Thorns platted, and 


put on his Head, where they take a Reed 
and {mite him thereon, that the Thorns may 


pierce him and wound him ſore! See him 
alſo ſcourged, that they make long Furrows 
on his Back, Wounds and Stripes to heal us! 
then bearing his Croſs up to Golgotba, ſink- 
ing under the Burden, that wrung, and gall'd, 


and wounded his Shoulders, whilſt he was all 


over Spittle and Clots of Blood, which flow'd 
from his Wounds! Then and there they 
compleated the Scene! they bound him to 
the Tree, they nail'd him to the Croſs ; 
they drove in the iron Pins, and ſtretch'd the 
Lord's Body on the accurſed Wood! O how 
they wounded him | Well might the Prophet 
ſay, but—He was wolnded! and indeed He 


was wounded for our Tranſgreſſions! He him- 


ſelf was without Sin, neither was Guile found 
in his Mouth; but then — O how ſhall I 
ſpeak it! While the God of all was groan- 
ing under the Tranſgreſſions and Sins of his 
People, pierced, and bruiſed, and wounded, 
Head and Face, and Back and Hands and 
Feet; as though this, and much more 
than I can mention, was not enough, 
they pierced his Side! They thruſt , in 
the Javelin; they ſtabb'd him to the 
Heart! they wounded his inmoſt Soul, 
becauſe we being all over Wounds and 
Bruiſes, and putrifying Sores of Sin, He 
/was all over wounded and bruiſed with 
and by our Sins, to procure a Remedy 
for our Souls; ſo He was wounded for 


our 
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our Tranſereſſions, he was bruiſed for our Ini- 

r bas eee | 
What fhall we ſay then to theſe Things; 
if God be for us, who can be againſt us? 
He that ſpared not his own Son, but delivered 
him up for us all, how ſhall he not-with him 
alſa freely give us all things, (Rom. viii. 31, 
32.) For the Chaſtiſement of our Peace was. 
laid upon him; when God required a compleat 
Satisfaction for his injur*'d Juſtice ; and 
Man having nothing to pay 'it withal, 
the Lord then out of tender Compaſſion, 
moved by his own Pity and Bowels of 
Love to a Race of periſhing Souls, put 
on Fleſh, and took the Puniſhment due 
to us, upon himſelf., Here Mercy and 
Truth met together, Righteouſneſs and 
Peace kiſſed each other in the Lamb of 
God who bore atway the Sin of the World, 
(John i. 29.) When he was ſtripped na- 
ked and chaſtiſed for our Iniquity, that 
we might have the Garment of Peace, 
and Praiſe for the Spirit of Heavineſs; 
he made of the twain one new Man, fo 
making Peace, reconciling both in one 
Body by the Croſs, having lain the En- 
mity in Himſelf, now preaches Peace to 
you that are afar off, and them that are 
nigh (Epb. ii. 14, 15, 16, 17, &c.) He 
is our Peace and Peace-maker, our Advo- 
cate and Undertaker, who paid the very 
laſt Mite for us, that we might go free 
and be at Peace; ſo the Chaſtiſement of 
our Peace was upon bim; he was loaded 
with 
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with our Chaſtiſements, that we might be 
loaded with Peace, a Peace which paſſeth 
all Underſtanding, a Peace which our Lord 
and God alone gives, à Peace which none 
can take away, a Peace which reconciles 
the Parties at Variance, as God and Man 
were by the Fall; he took upon himſelf 
the Blame, Guilt, Sin and Condemna- 
tion which had paſt upon all, and in that 
Body of Fleſh, he made, or wrought out 
a Peace which he fign'd and ſeal'd upon 
the bloody Throne of the Croſs: Then 
was the everlaſting Peace ratify'd and 
confirm'd with Blood and Wounds, ſign'd 
with a Spear, ſtamp'd in with an iron 
Pen, and ſeal'd with the Blood of the e- 
verlaſting Covenant, which made Attone- 
ment for the Soul, and an everlaſting 
Peace which can never be broken, though 
Men, Devils, and Hell itſelf ſhould wage 
War againſt the Lams, who bearing the 
Guilt of our Chaſtiſement, He made a 
Peace, ſo with his Stripes we are heal- 
ed. 

The Prophet dotff not ſpeak in the 
future, but in the paſt and preſent Tenſe; 
He was wounded, he was bruiſed, the 
Chaſtiſement of our Peace was laid upon 
him, and with his' Stripes we are healed ; 
ſo that if we believe not yet, God is faith- 
ful who hath promiſed; He cannot fail 
nor alter, nor go from his Word which 
is gone forth in Righteouſneſs: I will 
be your Ged, in Bleſſing I will Bleſs tbee; 


nay,

nay, the Lord, to confirm his Word and 
Promiſe, that we might have no Room left 
to doubt of the Stability thereof, con- 
firmed it with an Oath which he ſware 
By Himſelf, that he would bleſs: and 
multiply thee, that he would heal thee 
of all thy Sores, that he would bind up 
the Wounds, and apply the never-failing 
Remedy. to cure thy diſtemper'd Soul, which 
is the true Balm of Gilead, that flow'd 
from the Stripes and Wounds of that Man 
in whom dwelleth all the Fulneſs of the 
Godhead bodily ; if it had not been fo, 
he certainly would have told us, that we 
were but partly healed by his Wounds and 
Bruiſes and Stripes; but, that it is ſo, he 
hath aſſured us that he himſelf -Alone is 
our REDEEMER, our GOD, and beſides 
Him we have no Saviour (//atah Ix. 16. 
| xliii. 10, 11.) So that we are ſaved by 
i the Blood of Gop, and healed by the 
| Stripes of that Child born, of that Man, 
| who is the Eternal G OD, the. Everlaſt- 
| ing FATHER. 
. And now who is there that will queſtion 
g or doubt of this great Salvation that was fi- 
| niſhed on the. Croſs by Wounds, Bruiſes, 
| Chaltiſements, Stripes and Blood? O how 
1 freely did it guſh forth! and run down in 
&. Streams of Water and Blood, while the 
f Bleeding GOD cries out, Bebold me, Be- 
Bold me! for in me is thy Help found; 
Lock to me, and be ſaved all the Ends 
of the Earth, for I am GOD, and there 
is

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is none elſe (Iſa. xlv. 21, 22, 23, 24, 23.) 
It is not by Wiſdom of Words, nor by 
the Art of Learning and Knowledge of 
Men, nor by the Strength of Argument, 
or all the Power or Might of the Crea- 
ture, that can heal the Soul; it is by 
imply looking to Stripes and Bruiſes, and 
Wounds and Blood, as the Haelites look'd 
up to the brazen Serpent, which was 
litted up on the Pole, and were healed ; 
even ſo is the Soul of the vileſt Sinner, 
by Gmply believing the Goſpel, and look- 
ing to the Man on the Pole of the Croſs, 
who was lifted up to draw all Men unto 
himſelf, (John xii. 32.) who had made of 
one Fleſh all Nations, and has taken the 
Tranſgreſſions of us upon himſelf, and was 
numbered with the Tranſpreſſors, and bare the 
Sin of many, when he made Interceſſion for 
Tranſgreſſors ; He indeed was without Sin, 
yet he was the greateſt Sinner and Tranſ- 
greſſor by Imputation, and bearing the Sins 
and Tranſgreſſions of us who were actually 
the Tranſgreſſors; which was the only Way 
God had choſe to reconcile himſelf unto us 
by laying on Him the Iniquity of us all 
(Iſaiah In. 6.) 

O the aſtoniſhing Love and profound 
Myſtery of Godlineſs! God manifeſt in 
Fleſh to take away the Sin of the 
World, to make an End of Sin, and 
bring in an everlaſting Righteouſneſs, an 
eternal Remedy, a perfect Cure, a heal- 
ing Medicine for all our Sins and Diſ- 

cales,

eaſes, by once offering himſelf up, with 
our Iniquities and Tranſgreſſions, in his 
own Body, he has compleated the Work 
by Sweat and Tears, and Cries and Groans, 
and Stripes and Bruiſes, and Wounds and 
Blood, the very great Work of our Re- 
demption and eternal Salvation; he that 
Believes Knows this, and receives the Ear- 
neſt of the Promiſed Poſſeſſion, a witnef- 
ſing Seal of God's Spirit in his Soul, 
bearing Witneſs with his Spirit, that Jeſus 


- his Saviour has loved him, and died for 


him, and with his Stripes he 1s healed. 
So as our Saviour was not a common 
Child, nor were his Stripes common Stripes, 
neither his Blood common Blood; for 
though he was very Man, yet he was 


very GOD, otherwiſe there would have 


been no healing Virtue from thoſe Stripes, 
no more than from the Stripes of Paul 
or Peter, or any other Man ; neither would 
his Blood have been more efficacious than 
other Bloods ; but it was the Blood of 
God (Ads xx. 28.) as well as Man. 


It was therefore powerful enough to do 


the whole Work for which it was ſhed, 
and ſave and heal every Soul for whom 
he deign'd to Bleed and Die. ; 
S0 I would conclude with the Words 
of the Prophet, Who doth believe this 
our Report? That He was wounded for 
our Tranſgreſſions, be was bruiſed for our 


Iniguities, the Chaſtiſement of our Peace 


was upon him, and with his Stripes we are 
healed. 
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healed. ——— To him that believeth Chriſt 
is precious by receiving Pardon and For- 
giveneſs, Peace and Acceſs to God, in 
the Blood and Wounds of our Saviour, 
in whom is hid all the Treaſures of Wiſ- 
dom and Knowledge. In Him may you 
be found when he ſhall number up his 
Jewels; and, placed at his Right Hand, 
ſinging Salvation to his Wounds and 
Blood, even for ever and evermore, A.
